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<H  E  Editor  prefents  to  the  ProfefTois  of  the 
Law,  the  tranflation  of  a  book  of  Entries  of 
eftablifhed  reputation,  which  he  trafts  will  be  found 
to  be  faithful  and  accurate.  In  it  he  has  preferved 
the  paging  of  the  original;  as  well  to  facilitate 
coUation,^  as  for  the  fake  of  uniformity  in  citation. 
He  has  divided  the  work  into  two  parts,  and  an- 
nexed a  new  index  to  each ;  he  has  introduced  a 
few  notes  at  the  end  of  fome  of  the  Precedents, 
m  addition  to  thofe  which  they  have  in  the  origi- 
nal^ and,  wherever  be  difcove red,  what  appeared 
to  him  to  be  any  error  or  defeft,  he  has  been  care- 
fulto  point  it  OHt  by  a  marginal  note,  fiating  alfo 
where  neceflarj^,  what  he  conceived  to  be  the 
proper  amendment  or  addition.  He  hopes  that 
the  great  labour  bellowed  by  him  upon  this  work, 
is  fome  fmall  claim  to  the  favour  and  protedion 
of  his  readers.  Juft  cenfure  he  ought  not,  and 
does  not  wilh  to  avert :  but  he  truHs  that  the  li- 
beral and  ingenuous  will  ihield  him  from  unde- 
lerved  condemnation.

on  the  ground  laid  by  the  duke  of  Bucks,  his  great  mafler,  frijnt 
him  Iftar  came  thofe  ill  councils  which  contrcicicd  that  unhappy
